“The LIerepressible Contlict Bo- 
Two World Theories.” 

This little book, of 198 pages, by Rev. 
J, Minot Savage, bas just fallen from the 
press of the Arena Publishing Company, 
Boston, Mass., like dow from heaven to 
refresh and fructify the earth. Darwin 
published his “Origin of the Species" In 
1850, while Mr. Savage was a student, 
and in 1870, just 11 yours later, Mr, 
Savage had mastered the whole prob- 
lom of evolution and Darwinism; and in 


"The Religion of Evolution.” He justly 
claims to be the first man in elther Eu- 
rope or America who, while occupying 
a pulpit, in the regular course of his pul- 
pit ministrations, frankly accepted ovo- 
lution and Darwinism, and attempted to 
reconstruct religious and theologle 
thinking and theory, and bring them 
into accord with this nower und higher 
revelation of God, 

These two theories we will call the 
old and the new. As the old is woli 
known to everybody, we need only refer 
to it us the orthodox theory. The new 
is evolution and Is in the main antipodal 
tothe old. It teaches that the world, 
instead of beling made of nothing in six 
days, came into boing by process of con- 
tinuous variation, change and growth of 
eternal matter; and Instead of man fall- 
ing, he ascends from the lower forms of 
life; and instead of being saved vicari- 
ously by another, he has to save him- 
self by obedience to the law of his own 
nature—development and growth.

You can't 
make a corner on true happiness by 
money, nor purchase a ticket on the 
Golden Route to Paradise, No one can 
be truly happy without at times being, 
tw acertain degree, miserable. No one 
can approach God, nor perfection, nor 
the grandor attainments, nor place your- 
self in unison with the higher influences, 
nor bask in tho radiant sunshine of 
God's love, without at times feeling 
sweeping over the soul those vibrations 
that come from lacerated hearts, 
Goodness never brought happiness from 
& worldly standpoint; but genulne good: 
noss Invariably brings a certain degree 
of misery, To be good, do good, to 
strive for the elevation of others, to sow 
seods of kindness, charity, love and all 
the other cardinal virtues, can not, from 
the very nature of things, be productive 
of the world's view of happiness, The 
ordinary conception of happiness is case 
of mind, a satisfied stomach; a cheerful 
mood; a calm, unruliied demeanor, u 
restful state, resulting from Inactivity— 
solf-seatisfaction throughout! In true 
happiness there is no worldly self-satie- 
faction, but a constant yearning for 
greater activity and a larger feld in 
which to do good and be good. 

When on one occasion James Still- 
man came home from a distant journey, 
after months of absence, he thought he 
had a corner on happiness. He was met 
by his amiable wife at the threshold 
and her sweet lips pressed to bis and 
her head pillowed on his shoulder, with 
tears Kieron with lovo, sho breathed 
upon him the incense of heaven! And 
then his children—caressing them, his 
happiness, from a worldly standpoint of 
view, was complete—he asked nothin 
more! Bedtime came, and all on banded 
knees, the father offered up a fervent 
wayer to heaven for the numerous bloss- 
fogs bestowed upon him. Each night 
and morning there was religious devo- 
tion. But shortly an infectious disease 
entered that home. The youngest died 
first, and the others followed in quick 
succession, On the evening of the 
burial of the last one of four children, 
Stillman kneeled tn prayer, but he only 
said. 0 God, we thank thee!”’—Then 
he burst Into tears. That prayer was 
never finished, “ Amen” was never 
uttered! In fact, Stillman never prayed 

ain! A new revelation had come to 
him, Before he had never known any- 
thing of the chemistry of sorrow! His 
soul was almost bursting with emotion 
with gosp distress and agony, an 
through the misty gloom a new bappi- 
ness was revealed to him.

From the very nature of things 
selfish, worldly happiness is not com- 
mendable, Ease, contentment, self-sat- 
isfaction, and perennial cheerfulness are, 
in a certain sense, the enemies of pro 
r- species of mental and physical 
azingss. The flower in the backyard 
had a hard time before it burst into 
rainbow-tinted hues, Debris, ol 
bottles, and pleces of glass interfered 
with its rootlet in forcing its way to the 
light of heaven, It required a struggle 
to reach a height where it could be 
caressed by the sunshine and be bathed 
by heaven's dew drops. There is debris 
all around the struggling soul. Crime 
in churches, members of the gospel 
sinning; city councils selling their 
votes; juries bribed; judges sell their 
opinions, and everywhere offenses are 
rank. The noble, aspiring soul can 
never be truly happy until the world 
shall bave so changed that corruption 
has ceased to exist, and each one be- 
comes a law unto himself. 

While poverty and sorrow, and misery 
and pain, and hunger and sickness ex- 
ist among a large portion of God's chil- 
dren, each advanced human soul—each 
God-like soul—each soul pulsating with 
divine truths, will feel the effects of the 
same; a vibratory influence will sweep 
over him at times, and he will feel im- 
pelled to work for the elevation of hu- 
manity, and to thank God that he is not 
happy in a worldly sense, for only the 
callouned soul, the hardened soul, the 
l soul that enters Into no reformatory work 
can be happy from a worldly standpoint,

Hence 
monasteries, conyent-schools, cate- 
chisms, dogmas, rituals, and exacting 
creeds are all a curse to man, as they 
breed contentions, sectarian strife, intol- 
erance, persecution, war and bloodshed, 
instead of wisdom, peace and happiness, 
And how is it, my good brother, that 
your chosen ideal came and labored to 
this end, however good he may haye 
been? See Matthew x., 34, 35 and 36, 
where we read that somebody said that 
he said: “Think not that I come to send 
peace on earth; I came not to send peace 
but a sword. For I am come to set a man 
at variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter-in-law against her mother-in- 
law, and a man’s foes shall be they of his 
own household.”

Mil- 
lions of heretics, witches, and those 
supposed to be possessed of Bible-re- 
vealed devils, have been burned at the 
stake, beheaded, imprisoned, or other- 
wise brutally treated; for centuries all 
Europe was engaged in religious wars. 
The Pope, as God’s vicegerent, demand- 
ed the earth, and with sword, spear, 
battle-ax and cannon the heathen were 
overcome and heretics subdued, and the 
cross established, By the church sword, 
religious fanaticism, the infatuated cru- 
saders, the incorrigible Protestant dis- 
senters, and the opposing power of kings, 
all Europe and much of Asia and Africa 
have been literally drenched with hu- 
man blood. Science, and the evolution 
ofinherent forces and superior mind- 
conceptions alone have been able to ar-
